On Feb. 26 Miss Vance wrote to her 
father asking for a small amount of 
money. It was sent. He heard no 
further word until he received notice 
of her death. Yesterday he went to 
Coroner Hoffman with his story. Last 
night he announced he had changed 
his mind. 

“T have discovered I was wrong,” 
he said. “I don’t wish to start crim- 
inal prosecution. My statement that 
the casket had been tampered with 
was erroneous.” |

Old Regime Honors.

POTSDAM, April 19.—[By Wireless. ] 
—The body of the former German em- 
press and the hopes of the Hohenzol- 
lern dynasty were laid in the same 
here today. 

A majestic silence enveloped the pal- 
ace and the heads of the people were 
bowed, for they mourned not alone 
the death of the German mother, but 
also the passing of the old order of 
imperial Germany. 

A democratic sun glowed over the 
republican land and spring awoke in 
millions of pink, purple, blue, and 
white blossoms ih the palace gardens. 

The funeral procession went by with- 
out music and without a whisper— 
only the dull tread of slow moving 
feet and the é¢lank of the hoofs of 
the four black Arabian horses which 
drew the former royal hearse. 

Dead Past Buries Its Dead. 
A dead past was burying its 


More than 100,000: persons attended 
‘the funeral and 20,606 men | 
and women filied the palace gardens. 
Others filled nearby roofs and windows. 
- First in the procession came 160 
represénting spiritual 
glory; then came the former empress’ 
favorite cuirassiers, representing mill- 
tary glory; then three men carrying 
the former kaiserin's orders and deco- 
rations, representing worldly glory.

private opinion but of public policy. 

That is, a business enterprise may profit by 
working its employés past the point of exhaustion, 
because when their efficiency is impaired it can 
hire new workers. In this respect its interest in 
driving the human machine is different from its 
interest in driving a piece of manufactured ma- 
chinery. It does not pay to throw too much on an 
engine because the engine costs money, and when 
it breaks down or deteriorates must be replaced 
by another which costs money. A worn out 
human machine can be turned out and replaced 
with no loss of time or capital investment. 

Even allowing for this difference, overworking 
men is not, in our opinion, justified from the dollar 
viewpoint. We hesitate to differ with the highly 
efficient men of the Steel corporation if they belleve 
working fewer men twelve hours pays the corpora- 
tion better than working more men eight hours. 
But we doubt it pays better, though there may be 
factors in the problem which offset the greater 
efficiency obtainable from a worker who is not 
overworked than from one who is. Perhaps this 
has been carefully investigated and ascertained, 
though we have our doubts as to that also. 

But we have no doubt that overworking men is 
bad for this country, whether it is good for the 


Steel corporation and for consumers of its products | 


or not. 

The peace and progress and general prosperity | 
of the nation depend upon the conservation of its 
human energy, human intelligence, human spirit. | 
The successful working of our institutions depends 
upon the individual's opportunity to live a decent 
life, to build up and enjoy family life, to have 
time to be something more than a machine.

The machinery of major competitions 
in college athletics has its harmful quali- 
ties as well as its good ones. These 
harmful qualities are not lost when the 
same machinery is carried over into high 
school major athletics. Why extend 
'them to the grades? 

Another secondary point which your 
letter brings out is the mob spirit and 
hero worship which it builds up behind 
the high grade feeble minded and the 
backward boy. Boys of this type rarely 
get to college. They have neither the 
capacity nor the appetite for college edu- 
cation. Not many of them are passed 
or care to be passed into the high school.

A. L. 8S. writes: “ I have been troubled 
a great deal with rats and have been 
experimenting on how best to get rid of 
them. A friend of mine, a soldier, ad- 
vised me to try chiorine gas. Now, is 
that safe, and what is chlorine gasT 
How is it made, where can it be bought, 
and would you advise using it? Would it 
kill any other animals which might come 
in contact with it, and would it be dan- 

gerous to ‘humans ‘?” 
REPLY. 
Chlorine gas would kill rats, but it is not 
practicable to use it for that purpose. It is 
sold in metal tubes. The gas might be blown 
down the rat holes. It is very irritating 
and would prove highly objectiqnable to 


those living around, and it might be dan- 


The first polson gas used by the 
waa chlorine. . 
Trapping rats can be done with fair suc- 
cess. Rat poisons are fairly successful. The 
use of bacteria to kill rate is not as highly 
thought of as formerly. Cats and dogs as 
rat catchers are not worth their board. In- 
vestigations made in India indicate that no 
method of rat control is permanently suc 
ceseful except ratproof building. Two 
branches of the federal government are very 
much interested in rat control. Write to 
the United States department of agriculture 
and the United States public health service 
for free bulletins on the subject.

Sullivan, Robert Redfield, William and 
John Corbett, and Fred W. Blocki. 

Pick Successor Today. 

A number of well known Demo- 
crate Were at West Baden when Mr.

National price fixing of building ma- 
terials by four more associations of 
dealers in Chicago were uncovered at

ASPARAGUS. 
T took Americans many years to 


learn that asparagus is one of the die 


most delicious vegetables that can 

be grown in the garden. For many 
years pioneer gardeners allowed ten- 
der asparagus tips to grow into tall 
plants, serving no other purpose than 
that of decorating one corner of the 
lawn or the garden border. | 

The rich soil that is usually left 
around the garden border is an ideal 
place for asparagus. and every perma- 
nent garden should grow its share of 
tips. 

There are two ways an asparagus 
bed may be started—by planting seed 
or by setting out one or two year old 
seedlings, If healthy asparagus plants 
can be taken up and transplanted be- 
fore the roots become. dry this method 
is much better than attempting to 
grow the plants from seed. Time is 
wasted in growing the plants from 
seed. While it is a simple matter to 
raise the plants from seed the plants 
are so cheap it doesfi’'t pay except 
where there has been a failure with 
the spring plants and you are unable 
to get fresh thrifty ones. It is then 
advisable to use seed.
